While the amount paid on an individual order was usually very small, 
I have learned’ by experience that twenty or thirty thousand of such pay- 
ments in a season wipes out all the profits, whereas if each purchaser wil! pay 
the small express charge on his shipment, it will not be a hardship on anyone. I 
therefore send everything by Express, charges collect, the small express charge 
to be paid to the express company on delivery of package. If shipment by 
parcels post is necessary, please include sufficient to cover postage.

Give us a “‘break’’ by allowing us ample time to fill your order. 
Rush orders take five or ten times the amount of time to fill, 
because on a rush order we must have a man travel miles and miles, 
back and forward over our Iris ranch picking out one plant here 
and one plant there, whereas our regular routine calls for digging 100 
orders at one time and all plants of a variety on a day’s work are 
therefore dug at one time. This year we will not have the manpower 
necessary to handle rush orders, aside from the tremendous additional 
cost. If orders must be handled special as rush orders, we will 
do so for 50% additional cost. Otherwise all orders will be filled 
in the rotation in which they are received—first come first served. 
Each order will be acknowledged and approximate date of shipment 
given, unless immediate shipment is being made. If there is any 
date when you will not be home to receive the package, please 
advise when order is sent. 

As usual all of our Tall Bearded Iris, Autumn Flowering Iris, 
Miniature Bearded Iris, and Pogocyclus Hybrids will be sent to you 
direct from my Iris Ranch at Grandview, Washington. 

All other Iris and other plant material are grown at my 110 acre 
a ursery in Northern New Jersey, and will be sent to you direct from 
there. 

All orders will be filled with large, strong, healthy, flowering 
size plants and all plants are of course guaranteed true-to- 
name. There is no place in the world where this is more 
carefully guarded than in my gardens and on my farms. 


I always send the finest plants I have of the variety ordered. Each 
variety will of course be properly labeled excepting where othewrise 
specified and they will be carefully packed.

Miniature Bearded Iris 


This group is the direct result of crossing two distinct Species, 
one of which is Pumila, a stemless Iris, found in Austria-Hungary, 
South Russia, and the Caucasus; the other is Chamaeiris, a 
native of Southern France and Northern Italy, which produces 
flowers on stems 6 to 10 inches in height. By crossing these our 
modern Miniature Iris have been produced, with all of the 
beauty of both Species, on the flowering stems of Chamaeiris, 
and with all of the ruggedness of the latter very rugged variety. 
The results of these crosses have been flowers that are handsome 
beyond description, in new colors and types never found in 
either parent. They have, in miniature form, all the character- 
istics of the Tall Bearded Iris and are prodigious bloomers. They 
begin to flower in April in our northern states, and continue 
until the middle of May. A few Everbloomers and Spring and 
Fall bloomers are also found in this group. They are hardy 
anywhere, and are ideal for the rock garden, or for planting in 
small beds, or along the edge of a perennial border; in fact any 
place where low growing free flowering plants are required.

Winter Flowering Iris 


Unguicularis, also known as “‘Stylosa”’ is one of our 
most interesting Iris Species. It is a native of Asia Minor, 
Algeria, and Northern Syria; but like other rare and in- 
teresting Iris Species that have been sought out from 
every nook and corner of the earth, these may now be 
had from the Wayman Gardens, to be enjoyed in your 
own garden.

IRIS UNGUICULARIS CANNOT BE MADE TO 
FLOWER DURING THE SUMMER, NO MATTER 
WHAT YOU MAY DO, but it persists in flowering 
during the winter months in the north in the protection 
of a cold frame. In the south they bloom out of doors 
during the winter months. Contrary to all normal rules, 
they seem to require a slight frost to form their flower 
buds and make them break out into blossom, their 
flowering period usually beginning during December 
and continuing throughout the winter months.

It was in the gardens of Sir Michael Foster, Member of the British Parliament, 
and a Pioneer Iris student, that this remarkable race had its origin, for the earliest 
of our Pogocyclus Hybrids are the results of his efforts. In fact many of the varieties 
on this page came originally from the gardens of Sir Michael Foster. Little further 
was accomplished for many years, until the introduction of Wm. Mohr, an American 
introduction, named after the originator, who as a result of.an unfortunate auto 
accident, never lived to see it in flower. Wm. Mohr proved to be the largest and 
finest of all, as the result of a new combination in which the elusive and very 
handsome ‘‘Gatesii’’ was one of the parents. Since that time four new intro- 
ductions of outstanding merit have put in their appearance, all offspring of 
Wm. Mohr, namely Mohrson, Grace Mohr, Ormohr, and Elmohr, all improve- 
ments on Wm. Mohr, principally in the height of the flowering stalk and size 
of flower. 

This group is the result of crossing two distinct races of Irises and the results 
obtained are marvelous for their exquisite beauty. They are as different from 
other Trises as though they came from another planet. Many are beautifully 
frilled, heavily veined and netted, and all have unusual or quaint markings or 
stripes. They may be depended upon to add a note of distinction to any part of 
the garden.

They are all quite hardy, and many eminent authorities con- 
sider them the most elegant of all Irises. They are of the easiest 
culture and are prodigious bloomers, an established clump often 
producing fifty or more flowering stalks. They grow on long thin 
tubular stems, have ornamental, grass-like foliage and are ex- 
cellent cut flowers, lasting a long time when cut. They bloom 
about the same ‘time as the “Bearded”’ Iris. They are especially 
fine for landscape work, or for bordering a brook or pond, where 
they should be kept just above the water line. They prefer a 
moist, well-drained, sunny situation and soil that is rich in 
humus, but will take care of themselves almost anywhere. In 
fact, I have had them do exceedingly well in almost full shade, 
where the soil was quite dry. The best fertilizer is well-rotted 
stable manure. Avoid lime, also bone meal on account of its lime 
content.
